Description:

The Hyatit/Barnesley House, constructed between 1866 and 1878, was previously surveyed by the Montgomery County
Historic Preservation Commission in 1982. The house is a 2-story, 5-bay vernacular residence on the west side of Georgia
Avenue in the Olney vicinity, Montgomery County. The original portion of the building is a side-gable section, while a 2-story
front-gable addition was constructed on the south side of the original section circa 1925. The result is an L-shaped building.

The structure is of wood-frame construction with a standing-seam metal roof, vinyl siding, and a stone foundation under the
original section, while the front-gable addition has a concrete block foundation. The windows are all vinyl 1/1 double-hung
replacements. An interior brick chimney is located at the intersection of the front and side-gable sections. An exterior brick
chimney is located on the rear elevation of the original section. The house has a 1-story hipped roof porch on the front
elevation of the original section and a 1-story gable roof porch on the south elevation of the side-gable addition. Both
porches have concrete floors, square wood posts and simple wood railings.

The east, or front facade has an entrance centrally located on the original side-gable section. The entrance is a vinyl door
with 9-lights and an aluminum storm door. Two double-hung windows flank the entrance, while the second story has two
double-hung windows vertically aligned over the first story windows. The front-gable section has two double-hung windows
on both the first and second stories, while the attic level has a single double-hung window in the gable end. All windows
on the front elevation, with the exception of the small window in the gable end, have vinyl shutters.

The south elevation of the original side-gable section is covered by the front-gable addition. The south elevation of the front-
gable section has the 1-story gable porch centered on the facade. Within the porch is a 4-light wood panel door with an
aluminum storm door. Two double-hung windows are located on both the first and second stories of the elevation.

The rear, or west elevation consists of the side-gable and projecting front-gable sections. A 2-story shed roof addition is
located at the intersection of the two sections. The rear elevation of the original front-gable section has a metal bulk-head
door on the basement level and two double-hung windows on each floor. The front-gable section has three double-hung
windows on each floor, while a single double-hung window is located on the attic level.

The north elevation of the original side-gable section has a single double-hung window with vinyl shutters on the first story
and a vinyl attic ventilator in the gable end. The north elevation of the front-gable section has no fenestration.

There is one outbuilding associated with this property. A garage, with a front-gable roof covered with asphalt shingles, is
located immediately southwest of the house. Constructed circa 1925, it is of wood-frame construction with vinyl siding. The
structure has sliding double doors on the east elevation and a vinyl door on the north elevation.

The property is located at the northwest corner of the intersection of Georgia Avenue (and the Georgia Avenue access road)
and Tavenner Court. The property containing the Hyatt/Barnesley House is part of a subdivision of 2.2 hectares (5.4 acres)
of land. According to subdivision plats, the subdivision was approved in 1994 and the lot containing the Hyatt/Barnesley
House is referred to as lot #29 and labeled as "residue." The subdivision contains a total of 9 lots known as Tavenner
Landing and is part of a larger subdivision called Brooke Manor Farms. There are two recently constructed single-family
houses within the development. The lot of the Hyatt/Barnesley House has been reduced in size from .82 hectares (2.0365
acres) at the time of the prior survey to .19 hectares (.47 acres).

National Register Evaluation:

Constructed between 1866 and 1878, the Hyatt/Barnesley House Property is not eligible for the National Register of Historic
Places. The property is not eligible under Criterion A, as research conducted indicates no association with any historic events
or trends significant in the development of national, state, or local history. Historic research indicates that the property has
no association with persons who have made specific contributions to history, and therefore, it does not meet Criterion B.
It is not eligible under Criterion C, as its material integrity has been compromised by the application of vinyl siding,
replacement of all of the windows with vinyl double-hung units and the replacement of porch materials. In addition, the
setting of the property has been altered through the reduction of lot size and construction of a residential subdivision adjacent
to the house. Finally, the structure has no known potential to yield important information, and therefore, is not eligible under
Criterion D.

-also three adjacent structures in 1975. The first, 16640
Georgla Ave., is a two-part, two-story frame house with
a three-bay main (east) facade in the older section.
“Built onto the south end of this is a section with two
‘bays on the east facade. Like the main part this also
‘has six-over-six windows and a central entrance (on the
'south facade.) Chimneys are internal.

The third building is an antique store complex that
may incorporate the blacksmith shop shown on the 1878
‘map. The brick sections are all twentieth-century, but
‘there is a very atggactlve small barn behind the store
that dates from an early period. ~ L

Acé%ss Georgia Ave. from these buildings is the
Emory M. E. Church, a beautiful Shingle-Style gountry
church built in 1914. It features patterned shingles,
stained glass, and ornately carved pdsts that support the
belfry. The cornerstone refers to an earlier church of

The Hyatt/Barnesley house is significant as an example of vernacular archi-
tecture typical of that constructed in Montgomery County from the mid-nineteenth
through the early twentieth centuries. This was one of a number of houses built
along this road by -George W. Hyatt. The house was built sometime between 1866
and 1878.1 According to the Martemet & Bond map of 1865, George Hyatt ran a
store and post office located at the intersection of the Washington-Brookeville .
Turnpike and the the road to Laytonsville (Rt. 97 & Rt. 108). He also had a
blacksmith shop located near the house.

o In 1883, George didd. As directed, the executors of his will sold the house
along with his other properties and distributed the proceeds amongst George's
family. The house, resting on one acre of a tract of land referred to as "Brad—
ford's Rest;)’ was sold to Charles W. Barnesley for $400 in May of 1883.3 The
Barnesley family had been prosperous farmers in the area for many years. Charles
had received from his father, that same year, the farm just south of the house.
In April of 1905, Charles sold the house to Walter and Elizabeth Ealy.4 In 1909,
after the death of her husband, Elizabeth sold the house to * Géorge - Hutchin-
son and his wife, Elizabeth.J - George died in 1936 leaving the house to Lewis

- Robert Hutchinson and Mollie Hutchinson.® They sold the house that same vear to
William F. Shaw.’/ 1In 1938, Shaw sold the house and it passed through a sucession
of owners until June of 1978 when it was sold to the present owners, Clyde and
Josephine Tavenner.8
